PREFACE

British Waterways' commitment is to 
develop the full potential of its waterways. 
To assist itself in doing so, it has devel- 
oped a Corporate Plan: ‘The Way Ahead 
1991-1995'. The basis of the Corporate 
Plan is the implementation of an Integrated 
Business Strategy (IBS) which has been 
agreed with central Government. It is 
essential for British Waterways to be 
involved in the formulation of development 
plan policies because government assigns 
a key role to statutory plans in the devel- 
opment control process. Draft PPG 15 
advises British Waterways be consulted: 
‘where waterways are a significant feature 
of the area or would be affected by any 
proposals’. British Waterways recognises 
the relevance of its own strategies, and is 
conscious of the need to promote the 
value and opportunities presented by its 
waterways, and to assist local authorities 
to take the broader philosophy of water- 
ways' matters into account in preparing 



1.3 



The waterways are an acknowledged 
national asset, with a network that extends 
beyond individual administrative bound- 
aries. British Waterways is responsible for 
managing this resource and, by enabling 
development, to improve it. Good manage- 
ment and maintenance of the waterways 
for the future requires a consistent 
approach at all levels of policy formulation 
and decision making. British Waterways 
has organised its management structure 
in an integrated and comprehensive way 
to be more active and responsive to this 
requirement. It is equally important that 
the plan making process itself recognises 
the vaiue of positive planning in realising 
the potential of the waterways, and in sus- 
taining the quality of the asset. 



Ultimately it is anticipated that, through 
continued liaison and co-operation in 
Development Plan formulation, British 
Waterways wili be able to operate more 
effectively and efficiently within a clear and 
sympathetic planning policy framework.

This document includes a series of 'model 
policies’ (Section 6) as a guide for local 
authorities’, relating principal waterways’ 
land use issues to Development Plans. 
These are put forward as suggestions, 
and as a basis for promoting more 
detailed discussion between local authori- 
ties and British Waterways' regional 
offices, so that policies geared towards 
specific local circumstances can be 
focused within a more consistent frame- 
work.

2.1 

The historic landscape of the waterways 
system was created largely between 
1760 and 1830. Canals linked major 
rivers, changed the landscape and ecol- 
ogy of many areas, and influenced the 
growth of numerous urban areas by stimu- 
lating industry and conveying the building 
materials for housing and development. 
Overtaken by the railways, which carried 
more freight and passengers, waterways 
were brought into public ownership by the 
1947 British Transport Acts. Since then 
the pattern of use has changed with 
freight declining to its present level whilst 
recreational use has increased dramati- 
cally both on and alongside the water. 
Nearly half Britain's population live within 
five miles of a waterway, and the potential 
for increased use and enjoyment is sub- 
stantial. 




2.2 

The central activity of British Waterways is 
the stewardship of over 2000 miles of 
waterway, over half of which is in urban 
areas. There are also 89 reservoirs, 
mainly in the country. That estate is 
extremely diverse. Waterways pass 
through some of the most beautiful coun- 
tryside in Britain, whilst conversely large 
tracts of unused, often derelict land sur- 
round many inner urban canals and 
wharves. There are over 2000 Listed 
Buildings on the waterway system and 
numerous Sites of Special Scientific 
Interest. Waterways are at the heart of 
many Conservation Areas. They also pro- 
vide an important ecological resource 
which links the town with the country. 



2.3 

Consequently, opportunities and potential 
for use and development vary widely. 
Different approaches are necessary to suit 
regional variations and individual circum- 
stances. Water can provide the focus for 
imaginative new development proposals, 
and a stimulus to turn otherwise uneco- 
nomic sites into viable propositions, assist- 
ing inner city and rural regeneration. Some 
areas, by virtue of their location, flora and 
fauna, need to have their nature conserva- 
tion value recognised and protected. 
Where development opportunities do exist, 
a balance needs to be struck between 
what may sometimes be competing inter- 
ests and priorities to ensure that any 
change is to the overall benefit of the 
waterways system and the community. 
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The Government's intention is: 

. . . that the greater part of the canal network should be 
managed imaginatively for the purpose of leisure , recre- 
ation, amenity and conservation. Public use and enjoy- 
ment of the waterways shoidd be enhanced and opportu- 
nities to expand and develop profitable activities, in 
conjunction with the private sector, where possible, should 
be pursued. ” 

(Secretary of Stare at the Department of the Environment 1985 ,) 



3.1 

The future vitality and viability of the water- 
way network is dependent upon active 
management in partnership with public 
and private agencies. Waterways have a 
key role to play in the regeneration of 
urban areas, the creation of a sense of 
place and as a focus for diversification to 
sustain the rural economy 

3.2 

The waterways already provide a variety of 
facilities including, amongst other things, 
the largest system of informal long dis- 
tance footpaths in the country. It is esti- 
mated that in the order of 130 million vis- 
its are made to the waterways system 
annually. However, British Waterways 
derives no direct income from the vast 
majority of these visits. 



3.3 

Maintaining the system and maximising 
the potential of the resource is increas- 
ingly dependent upon new sources of 
income. Inevitably this will mean a different 
approach to waterways developments. 
British Waterways is conscious that this 
needs to be recognised within the context 
of Development Plans. 

3.4 

Local authorities are urged in their policy 
formulation and decision making to take 
account of the special development needs 
of the waterways. In rural areas in particu- 
lar the waterways can be affected by vari- 
ous forms of restraint policy which may 
inhibit the scope to exploit the potential 
and intrinsic value of otherwise valid water- 
side development opportunities, 
Consideration needs to be given to the 
inclusion in Development Plans of special 
policies, such as those suggested in 
Section 6, to provide for developments 



which will enable specific benefits in terms 
of new or improved facilities or mainte- 
nance and which increase use and enjoy- 
ment by the local community. 

3.5 

Because waterways extend beyond individ- 
ual plan boundaries, plan policies will 
affect the management of waterways in 
adjoining local authority areas. British 
Waterways’ management objectives 
address the needs of users throughout the 
waterway, and will assist neighbouring 
authorities to provide a consistent 
approach. The overriding need is to 
ensure that Development Plan policies 
take note of opportunities as well as con- 
straints, and achieve an acceptable bal- 
ance between them. An innovative and 
flexible approach by all parties concerned 
is likely to be required, to ensure recogni- 
tion of the valuable part waterways can 
play in the local landscape, the regional 
economy and the national environment.

4.1 

The key policy areas are not mutually 
exclusive. Opportunities will exist for 
schemes that incorporate elements relat- 
ing to different policy areas. Indeed, in 
some instances, policy conflict may arise. 
Many buildings and sites associated with 
waterways have a mixed use legacy. The 
nature of the buildings and their layout 
often dictate that mixed use solutions can 
provide the only practicable method of 
securing their retention and realising their 
potential. It will therefore be important for 
British Waterways to make local authori- 
ties aware of its own priorities and aspira- 
tions regarding the potential of waterways 
in particular areas. As a context for policy 
formulation the principal issues for consid- 
eration are summarised here:

RESIDENTIAL AND 

COMMERCIAL 

DEVELOPMENT 

4.2 

The waterside can provide an attractive 
environment for residential and employ- 
ment-generating commercial uses. 
Outside urban areas the scale of opportu- 
nities for waterside development are lim- 
ited, not least by existing policies of 
restraint. Where appropriate, proposals 
for additional development should be 
assessed in relation to the potential gains 
and benefits involved, particularly bearing 
in mind that residential and/or commercial 
developments are often necessary to 
underpin recreational, tourism or leisure 
projects. In the interests of maintaining the 
waterways, including improved access 
and security, local authorities will be 
encouraged to incorporate policies 
enabling the retention and reuse of exist- 
ing buildings. 

4.3 

Opportunities for meeting the demand for 
well managed residential moorings should 
be explored, alongside a range of water- 
based uses which facilitate access to 
waterways and share the cost of services. 

4.4 

Government guidance on issues, such as 
rural enterprise and development, recog- 
nises the need for non-agricultural develop- 
ment to sustain the rural economy. It pro- 
vides support for the raising of living stan- 



dards through more imaginative small 
scale housing layouts 'designed to fit more 
successfully both with existing buildings 
and with the neighbouring countryside and 
its uses’: PPG 7. This type of flexibility is 
needed when looking for opportunities for 
reuse of waterside buildings and sites. It 
must be accompanied by a commitment 
to standards of conservation and design 
which ensure that proposed buildings and 
the spaces around them can reinforce the 
waterway character and fulfil its potential 
as a national and local resource. 

CONSERVATION/ 

ENVIRONMENT 

4.5 

There is a need for policies specifically 
aimed at protecting the waterways as an 
environmental asset in a whole range of 
different circumstances. Allied to the need 
to conserve, and maintain the system is 
the need to explore the wider environmen- 
tal contribution of waterways in both urban 
and rural settings. The waterways are a 
resource to be enjoyed and experienced in 
a variety of ways. It has to be remem- 
bered however that they are often the 
framework or backdrop for other activi- 
ties. British Waterways already has consid- 
erable data relating to ecological, architec- 
tural and landscape features and 
characteristics. It is currently undertaking 
a national audit of these resources which 
can provide a valuable input to policy 
preparation and the development control 
process. 
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4.6 

Parts of the waterways network are recog- 
nised as Conservation Areas, Sites of 
Special Scientific Interest and Areas of 
Outstanding Natural Beauty. British 
Waterways will assist in determining the 
quality of the waterway environment 
through its national environmental 
resource audit. 

4.7 

There is a need for effective Development 
Plan policies to control the form and qual- 
ity of developments affecting the water- 
ways. The scale, mass and design of new 
buildings and their site treatment, the 
often unsympathetic effect of civil engi- 
neering works and the various forms of 
pollution which may arise from develop- 
ments adjoining waterways are examples 
of issues which need careful considera- 
tion. British Waterways is committed to 
maintaining and encouraging high stan- 
dards to ensure that new development 
respects the character and social culture 
of the waterway environment. It has a spe- 
cialist team, Waterway Environment 
Services based in Rugby, which has partic- 
ular expertise derived from many years of 
experience and can advise and provide 
consultancy service. Some guidance is 
already provided by the Waterway 
Environment Handbook, first published by 
British Waterways in 1971, which has 
already been made available to local 
authorities and is currently being updated.

4.8 

A significant proportion of British 
Waterways' activities take place, and pro- 
posals are assessed, in the context of poli- 
cies of restraint at varying levels. There is 
a need, when formulating the wider con- 
servation and environmental policies con- 
tained in Development Plans, for local 
authorities to take specific account of 
British Waterways’ objectives and require- 
ments, in order that waterways can play 
their part in creating and maintaining an 
environment of quality. 

RECREATION/ 

LEISURE/TOURISM 

4.9 

The contribution of the inland waterways 
to the local environment is already well 
known. Further provision of leisure and 
tourism facilities and improved access for 
recreation will often need to be under- 
pinned by enabling development. Where 
such facilities are needed in areas of the 
countryside and no existing sites exist, 
local authorities need to consider how the 
objective of promoting waterway develop- 
ment can be achieved. As with other major 
attractions, the need is to balance 
demands with protecting the resource, 
and again this needs to be reflected in 
appropriate policies.

4.10 

Encouraging use of the waterways 
involves many forms of development. 
Waterside opportunities are extensive and 
include hotels, public houses, restaurants, 
marinas, facilities for boating, fishing, 
horse riding, cycling, walking, museums 
and visitor centres. Ail of these can facili- 
tate the greater use and enjoyment of the 
waterways. Reservoirs in particular may 
provide the opportunity for a wide range of 
associated leisure uses which concentrate 
recreational initiatives around existing 
infrastructure. Creating high quality and 
viable waterside and water-based develop- 
ments, sensitive to their location, will be to 
the economic, social and environmental 
benefit of the area. 

4.11 

Waterways and towpaths frequently link 
other footpaths and open spaces, and 
urban areas with the countryside. Informal 
recreation can be enhanced by the desig- 
nation of 'green chains', which link a series 
of local open spaces and extend out into 
the countryside. Provision of income-gen- 
erating facilities to meet the needs of 
increased recreation in these ‘green 
chains’, eg: cafes, public houses, car 
parks, etc, will assist in their implementa- 
tion and management. 
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4.12 

British Waterways is prepared to consider 
the intensification of the use of its land for 
open space requirements as part of other 
public or private development proposals, 
on the basis that sufficient funds are made 
available for the increased maintenance. 
Developments within the canal corridor will 
be expected to contribute to public use 
and enjoyment of the waterway. 

4.13 

Tourist visits frequently extend beyond day 
trips. In addition to maintaining boating hol- 
iday facilities, British Waterways is keen to 
promote and increase the availability of 
overnight, longer stay and holiday accom- 
modation adjacent to, or in close proximity 
to, the waterways to meet the whole 
range of user needs. 

4.14 

The waterways provide a social, 
cultural and educational resource. 



TRANSPORT 

4.15 

An extensive informal footpath system pro- 
vided by waterway towpaths exists in 
some areas. There is scope for this to be 
developed. Furthermore opportunities 
exist to expand and develop the water- 
ways for public transport purposes as part 
of an integrated public transport system. 
Local authorities need to take account of 
these in formulating their land use and 
transportation policies. 

4.16 

Government initiatives to help fund a trans- 
fer of goods from road to rail also include 
road to some appropriate waterways. 
Waterways, unlike rail freight, are not oper- 
ated as a monopoly and opportunities for 
freight, particularly on the larger water- 
ways, may exist for private operators 
where they do not conflict with other inter- 
ests.

4.17 

British Waterways believes that freight 
considerations and the benefit of water- 
ways should be considered in determining 
land use policy for the bulk commodity 
industry, extraction industries and waste 
management. Waterways can also play a 
part in providing an alternative means of 
transporting materials to and from devel- 
opment sites, which may be of particular 
benefit in congested inner city areas. The 
further development of such a service will 
have land use implications because of the 
need for wharves and transfer depots 
which may be in urban fringe or rural loca- 
tions. 



Encouragement of these activities may 
have land use implications which should be 
provided for in appropriate policies. 
Policies which re-inforce the character and 
encourage further use and enjoyment of 
the historic landscape are welcomed. 
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5.1 

British Waterways is anxious to participate 
in the preparation of all Development Plans 
which may have an effect on the water- 
ways system. 

5.2 

British Waterways would hope to be con- 
sulted informally at the earliest stage of 
Development Plan preparation and for- 
mally through the statutory stages. It will 
make representations so that its own aspi- 
rations can be reconciled with those of the 
planning authority, and key objectives can 
be identified and achieved. 

5.3 

British Waterways will wish to see policies 
in statutory plans which relate to the key 
policy areas identified in the previous sec- 
tion, adjusted to meet local circum- 
stances. 



5.4 

British Waterways is keen to be involved 
not only in policy formulation but also in its 
implementation, through the Development 
Control process. Local authorities are 
requested to consult British Waterways on 
all major planning applications adjacent to 
or within the visual corridor of waterways. 
Liaison between local authorities and their 
respective British Waterways’ regional 
offices will assist in establishing the appro- 
priate level and mechanism for such con- 
sultation. Names and addresses appear 
on the enclosure. 

5.5 

Local authorities, in their policy formulation 
and decision making, should recognise 
that British Waterways’ interests and 
influence are not confined to a narrow rib- 
bon of water. 

5.6 

British Waterways will contribute to the 
preparation of other informal local policy 
documents which have relevance to their 
interests. The expertise of Waterway 
Environment Services, may be of particu- 
lar assistance in this respect

5.7 

British Waterways encourages joint prepa- 
ration of ‘corridor studies’ with local 
authorities. These studies provide a useful 
means of exploring the potential of water- 
ways, and provide a clear indication of the 
scope and priorities for environmental 
improvement, conservation and develop- 
ment relating to a specific stretch of 
waterway. They can provide a particularly 
effective framework for the formulation of 
policies and proposals. 

5.8 

British Waterways welcomes the opportu- 
nity to co-operate with other land-owning 
interests which are or can be associated 
with the waterways. It is also involved in 
joint activities with such organisations as 
the Countryside Commission, English 
Nature and the Groundwork Trust. Many of 
these activities assist with the implementa- 
tion of policies contained in Development 
Plans.

DEVELOPMENT 

6.1 

I he development of derelict or redundant 
sites adjacent to the waterways shall 
include proposals to enhance its amenity 
value and provide opportunities for recre- 
ation and leisure use. 

6.2 

Proposals for waterside residential/com- 
mercial development in the open country- 
side, in accordance with Policy* shall 
include appropriate and specific proposals 
for maintenance and enhancement of the 
waterways environment and improved 
opportunities for recreational and leisure 
use of the waterways. 

6.3 

Proposals for residential mooring sites on 
waterways will normally be permitted 
where they are well planned, well-sited and 
screened, and are consistent with 
Policies* 

6.4 

Proposals for the reuse/redevelopment of 
redundant waterside buildings for residen- 
tial/commercial use will normally be per- 
mitted where the proposals retain or rein- 
state the important characteristics of the 
buildings and their setting, and respect the 
waterside location.

6.5 

A range of overnight accommodation will 
be encouraged adjacent to the waterway 
network to meet the differing needs of 
leisure and tourism, particularly for young 
people. The councilt will take a positive 
role in adding to the hotel and guest house 
provision locally by encouraging: youth 
hostels, bunkhouses, self catering, 
overnight camping and caravan sites, to 
be set up, and will provide a network of 
support. Proposals for conversion of lock 
cottages, barns and pumphouses will be 
considered favourably where they support 
the waterway network and encourage fur- 
ther tourism. Opportunities for waterside 
holiday and timeshare accommodation will 
be encouraged, particularly where these 
support the rural economy. 

CONSERVATION/ 

ENVIRONMENT 

6.6 

Proposals for any new development adja- 
cent to waterways should relate well to the 
water and to the character of the area, 
and acknowledge the leisure, heritage and 
ecological value of the waterway. 
Associated landscaping and planting pro- 
posals will be required. 



6.8 

Provision will be made to conserve water- 
ways sites of landscape and nature con- 
servation importance by appropriate des- 
ignation. 

6.9 

Proposals for development which 
adversely affects the waterway environ- 
ment will not be permitted. 

NB: These may encompass visual intru- 
sion, conservation loss, water pollution, 
etc. 

6.10 

In the open countryside development will 
not normally be permitted, except where: 

■ It relates to the appropriate reuse of 
waterside buildings, including Listed 
Buildings, where the essential characteris- 
tics and appearance of the buildings and 
their setting are retained or reinstated; or 

■ It comprises small scale new develop- 
ment for recreational/ residential/commer- 
cial use in appropriate waterside locations; 
and 

■ It incorporates specific proposals for 
upgrading and improving the environment 
and recreational enjoyment of the water- 
way; and 

■ It conforms with the provisions of 
Policies* 

6.11 



6.7 

There will be a general presumption in 
favour of appropriate development which 
retains or reinstates significant waterside 
buildings, including listed buildings, and 
their settings. The demolition of significant

buildings will not normally be permitted. 
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The councilt will adopt waterway design 
guidelines and the visual briefs to improve 
the visual appearance and environmental 
quality of the waterway by encouraging a 
positive response from developers, statu- 
tory authorities, volunteer organisations 
and private parties so as to reinforce the 
existing historic canal character.

6.13 

The councilt will encourage development 
of the recreational, leisure and tourist 
potential of the canals/waterways in the 
county/district, in so far as this is consis- 
tent with the capacity of these waterways 
and the amenity of the surrounding area. 

6.14 

The councilt will encourage provision of 
specific facilities to improve water-based 
recreation, including an increase in boat 
traffic using the waterways, involving facili- 
ties such as mooring basins, boat bases, 
car parks, toilets etc. Proposals for such 
facilities will be considered in the context 
of policies

6.16 

Proposals for tourist accommodation adja- 
cent or in close proximity, to the water- 
ways will normally be permitted where 
they support the waterways network and 
encourage tourism. The siting, design and 
scale of such proposals shall be consis- 
tent with Policies* 

6.17 

Provision will be made, in conjunction with 
British Waterways, for water-based recre- 
ation facilities and associated develop- 
ment: 

6.18 

In the interest of recreational and tourist 
enjoyment of the waterways the councilt 
will, in conjunction with British Waterways, 
promote the provision of appropriate sign- 
posting, waymarking, informative and 
interpretative material, parking, moorings, 
toilets, picnic sites, etc. 

6.19 

The councilt will, in conjunction with British 
.Waterways, explore the potential for the 
creation of ‘Green Chains', linking open 
spaces and areas of countryside. 



6.15 



The councilt will promote the creation of 
long distance and circular routes involving 
footpaths, bridleways, towpaths and other 
negotiated rights of way. 



6.20 

The councilt will seek to secure improve 
access to the waterways for elderly ar 
disabled people.

6.21 

Notwithstanding countryside and rural 
development policies, proposals for lim- 
ited residential or commercial develop- 
ment may be supported in appropriate 
locations to assist in the provision of com- 
prehensive leisure and/or tourism facilities 
or management of the waterways where 
there is an acknowledged need. 

TRANSPORT 

6.22 

The councilt will explore, in conjunction 
with British Waterways, the potential of the 
waterways for public transport in an envi- 
ronmentally acceptable framework. 

6.23 

Development of freight facilities on com- 
mercial waterways will be encouraged 
where it will not have an adverse effect on 
the environment. Suitable sites, particu- 
larly for minerals, construction aggregates 
and waste movement, may be identified 
where bulk carrying vessels can transfer 
to local distribution. 

6.24 

The widening of certain waterway routes 
to cope with expansion of waterborne 
freight will be considered and the develop- 
ment of an integrated transport system, 
pursued.
